First full year for 
Brandt as SIUC head 


Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale will begin a fresh 
avademic year Aug. 25 with 
some new administrators, some 
new features on the 800-acre 
campus landscape, and 
renewed expectations of a 
stable enrollment 

For Warren wv. "Brandt, who 
came to SIUC last December, 
the date will mark the outset of 
his first full academic year as 
president. 

He has almost completed a 
realignment project designed to 
tighten administration and 
strengthen the functional 
identities of the school’s 
academic, service, business 
a units. 
New to SIUC students 
returning from last spring will 
be the skeletal outlines of an 
$8,900,000 student recreation 
complex, the concrete un- 
derpinnings of an $800,000 
campus parking garage and the 
fleshed-out dimensions of a 
renovated, enlarged McAndrew 
Stadium. 

The 351-space parking garage 
is scheduled to be finished in 
December and the 19,000-seat 
football stadium—remodeled at 
a cost of $2.1 million—will be the 
scene of SIUC's Sept. 20 home 
opening game. 

The recreation complex, for 
which students have paid 
themselves, won't be finished 
until late next year. 

In addition, a section of 
SIUC's old Parkinson 
Laboratory is being remodeled 
to house a new coal research 
center. 

Frank E. Horton, 35, dean of 
advanced studies at the 
University of Iowa, begins a 
new job as SIUC's vice- 
president for academic affairs 
and research on Sept. 1. He was 
selected for the position 
following a nationwide search 
by an all-campus committee at 
sIuc. 

Also new to the ad- 
ministration is Harvey Welch 
Jr., retired Air Force lieutenant 
colonel who in the early 1950s 
was the first black athlete ever 
recruited by SIUC. He is the 
dean of student life. 

Welch was a three-letter, all- 
conference star for then-coach 
Lynn Holder and won both 
bachélor’s and

Rinella, director of ‘housing, 
says contracts have been signed 
for all 4,724 beds in the 
university's on-campus dor- 
mitories and that all on-campus 
married student apartments 
have been spoken for. 

He attributed the early 
contract signings in part to 
economics and the energy 
situation. ‘‘Students may be 
looking for housing that is 
convenient to the campus in 
order to avoid driving,” he said. 

Housing in Carbondale and 
the surrounding area is still 
available, he said, and students 
may consult the university's 
Off-Campus Housing Office for 
listings.

To the Editor: 

When Governor Walker an- 
nounced his $50 million cut in 
the Medicaid . he stated 
that the cut would be achieved 
by “improving management 
controls and tightening up 


Tes. 

And he. assured Medicaid 
recipients they would continue 
“to receive the medical care to 
which they are entitled.” 

He then proceeded to reduce 
the management appropriation 
by only $800,000 and slashed 
$49.7 million in Medicaid serv- 
ice funds. 

This was a health care cut- 
back, not a “‘management 
control” cutback, with the 
victims being medically in- 
digent patients. 

How can the state maintain 
the current level of medical 
services on a budget that has 
been reduced by $50 million? 

The reduction in payment 
Jevels was a unilateral decision 
by Gov. Walker. It never was 
discussed with Medicaid 
providers 

Most of us were not aware of 
this decision until the public 
announcement was made, and 
we still have not received the 
details. In fact, neither has the 
Legislative Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Department of 
Public Aid. 

Our eight organizations 
represent 12,000 physicians, 
3,500 pharmacists, 278 hospitals 


and 450 nursing homes. 

We have tolerated increasing 
amounts of paperwork. We have 
tolerated low payments and 
unbelievable payment delays. 
But we will not tolerate this 
discriminatory action against 
Medicaid patients. 

Gov, Walker may think his 
action was politically ex- 
pedient. We charge that it was 
irresponsible. 

It is totally unfair for the 
governor to jeopardize the 
availability of care for 
Medicaid patients. 

It also appears that Gov 
Walker has chosen to ignore 
federal regulations governing 
Medicaid reimbursement 

These directives specifically 
state that fee structures must 
be designed to enlist the par- 
ticipation of enough viders 
to insure that the availability of 
care for Medicaid patients 
equals the availability for the 
general populations 

Gov. Walker's action 
discourages provider par- 
ticipation. We anticipate that a 
large number of providers will 
be forced to reduce Medicaid 
services, or even withdraw 
from the program. 

Those in the inner city— 
where Medicaid recipients 
comprise the bulk of their 
patients—may be forced to 
abandon the area, leaving those 
patients without any services at 
all. 


We demand a meeting with 
Gov. Walker to formulate an 
alternative to his arbitrary cuts 
in the Medicaid budget. 

We are willing to meet with 
him immediately in an effort to 
avoid a health care crisis in this 
state. 

If the governor refuses to 
modify or rescind his budgetary 
decision, the organizations 
represented here will consider 
every possible recourse, in- 
cluding legal action against the 
state of Mlnois.

School lunch guidelines set 


St. Mary’s parochial school 
has announced its policy for 
free meals, free milk, and 
reduced price meals for 
children unable to pay the full 
price of meals and milk served 
under the National School 
Lunch, and Special Milk 


Program. 

St. Mary's School has adopted 
the following family size and 
income criteria for determining 
eligibili 

For a family of one, the limit 
of income for free meals and 
free milk is $3,230, while the 
limit on family income for 
reduced price meals is $4,520; 
family of two, $4,240 and $5,930; 
three, $5,250 and $7,350; four, 
$6,260 and $8,770; five, $7,190 
and $10,060. 

Six, $8,110 and $11,360; seven, 
$8,950 and $12,590; eight, $9,790 
and $13,700; nine, $10,850 and 
$14,770; ten, $11,310 and $15,840; 
eleven, $12,060 and $16,890, and 
twelve, $12,810 and $17,940. For 
each additional family member 
the income limit for free meals 
and free milk increases $750, 
and for reduced price meals 
increases $1,050. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free 
meals, free milk and reduced 
price meals. In addition, 
families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs 
in excess of 30 per cent of in 
come, special education ex- 
penses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, 
and disaster or casualty losses 
are urged to apply. 

Application forms will be sent 
home by the child in school, in a 
letter to parents. Additional 
copies are available at the 
principal's office in the school 
‘The information provided on the 
application is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility 
Applications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 

Local school authorities said 
they must consider both the 
income of the family during the 
past 12 months and the family’s 
current rate of income to 
determine which is the better 
indicator of need for free or 
reduced price meals to reflect 
family wage earners’ present 
level of employment. 


In_ certain cases foster 
children also are eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
foster children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
meals and milk for them, it may 
contact the school. 

All children are treated the 
same regardless of ability to 
pay. In the operation of child 
nutrition programs, no child 
will be discriminated against 
because of his race, sex, color, 
or national origin, school of- 
ficials said.

The organization will meet in 
March at New Orleans to ap- 
prove 4 constitution and bylaws 
and to lay the groundwork for 
high blood pressure control on 
the national level 


mprove delivery of health care 
in Eastern and 
Southern Illinois 

The New Orleans meeting in a 
sense will be the organization’s 
second annual conference. The 
first took place last March in 
Milwaukee, where hypertension 
experts from across the nation 
organized a movement for an 


organization to work for control 
of high blood pressure on a 
nationwide basis. 

Constantine Panagis, 
Milwaukee health = com- 
missioner, was named chair- 
man of an organization plan- 
ning committee. 

The movement gained im- 
petus through encouragement 
by national leaders of 
America’s heart, lung and 
kidney organizations during 
1975 meetings in Washington. 

“We will continue to seek 
input from all interested par- 
ties.” says Dr. Panagis in 
discussing the writing of the 
proposed constitution and

Deadline for 
1980 census 
tract program 


Already well into the planning 
phases for the 1980 census, the 
Census Bureau is trying to 
make certain that all eligible 
areas are included in the 1980 
census tract program. 

Although all metropolitan 
areas (Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Areas or SMSA's) in 
the country are included, 
certain other areas are being 
encour by the bureau to 
submit tract plans. These other 
areas are: 

—Cities of 40,000 or more 
according to latest census data, 
and the county or counties in 
which they are located. 

—Counties with 100,000 or 
more, according to the latest 
data, if at least S0 per cent of the 
population is urban. 

‘The bureau, part of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, 
advises county and city 
government officials, 
professional planners, civic and 
community leaders, university 
faculty members and other 
interested persons in previously 
untracted areas that tract plans 
must be submitted to the bureau 
by Dec. 31 of this year, in order 
for the areas to be included in 
the 1980 census tract program. 

‘Tract statistics are of value to 
these officials and other leaders. 
because they make possible 

“fine grain” socio-economic 
analysis of neighborhoods in 
metropolitan areas. 

Census tracts are: small, 
permanently established, 
geographical areas into which 
large cities and their environs 
are divided for statistical 


purposes. i 
Following a decennial census, 
the bureau publishes extensive 


_population and housing data for 


each of these small geographic 
divisions. 

Data from the 1980 census will 
be published for all tracts 
within officially designated 

‘s. However, data also 
will be made available for areas 
that do not meet the minimum 
criteria for SMSA‘s. Such data 
will be available as computer 
printouts. 

Areas that do not qualify for 
the tract program but need data. 
covering small subdivisions stil 
qualify for the bureau's 
enumeration district (ED) 


Tee data for ED's also will be 
available in the form of cem- 
puter printouts. ED's dre 
subdivisions assi to pne 
enumerator (census takee) 
when a populations census is 
taken. EDs average 800 to 1,200 
in population.

A continuing project by: Dr. 
Storm, assistant professor of 
biochemistry and basic metiical 
sciences, involves hormonal 
stimulation of the enzyme 
adenlate cyclase in the heart 
muscle. 

Upon signal, the hormone 
adrenalin is secreted into the 
heart muscle and _ this 
stimulates adenylate cydlase, 
which increases the levels, of a 
small molecule known as ¢ 
AMP in the heart muscle. This 
molecule increases heart 
muscle output 


‘without actually entering cells. 

Purpose of the project is to 
define the mechanism by which 
adrenalin stimulates adenylate 
cyclase. 

Lipid uptake and exchange 
serum lipoproteins is the title of 
a project undertaken by Dr. 
Ana Jonas, Assistant Professor 
of Biochemistry. 

Lipids or fats are transported 
in the blood of vertebrates in the 
form of complexes with proteins 
called serum lipoproteins. 

Dr. Jonas hopes to determine 
the precise structure and nature 
of protein-lipid interactions in 
lipoproteins and the mechanism 
of lipid exchange between 
lipoproteins and cells. 

Dr. Shapiro, assistant 
professor of biochemistry, is 
engaged in research designed to 
determine the regulation of 
cholesterol by fatty acids. 

The mechanism by which 
unsaturated and saturated fatty 
acids regulate cholesterol levels 
and cholesterol synthesis is 
unknown and Dr. Shapiro hopes 
to determine the mechanism by 
which fatty acids regulate 
cholesterol synthesis. 

Dr. Kummerow, executive 
director of the Harlan E. Moore 
Heart Research Foundation, 
through animal studies hopes to 
find ways for averting 
atherosclerosis or clogging of 
arteries by fatty materials. 

The influence of changes in 
serum cholesterol level on the 
amount of fat in the arterial 
wall cannot be determined in 
human subjects until after 
death. Swine, however, can be 
sacrificed at will and their 
arteries examined by 
pathologists, it was related.

Thirty healthy subjects with a 
history of premature heartbeats 
will be monitored during and 
after exercise in an effort to 
understand the 
exercise on the otherwise 
healthy adult with premature 
heartbeats. 

There is little evidence to 
show that increased physical 
activity provides the normal 
heart with greater resistance to 
damage in the event of a 
blocked blood vessel such as 
might occur during a heart 
attack. 

Continuing studies by Dr. 
Terjung, assistant professor 
of physiology, will attempt to 
determine if the heart of a 
trained, highly active animal, 
as compared to that of a 
sedentary animal, is more 
tolerant to a reduced oxygen 
supply, has a greater 
capacity for blood flow and 
can better tolerate an injury 
that Blocks blood flow to a 
major portion of the heart. 

Dr. Musselman, an assistant 
professor of veterinary clinical 
medicine, maintains that ab- 
normal heart rate due to 
anesthesia is similar in animals 
and man. 

A study by him will attempt to 
reveal the origin and also in- 
side-the-heart condition of 
irregular rhythm as a con- 
sequence of application of the 
anesthetic thiamylal. 

A large portion of strokes are 
due to clogging of the carotid 
arteries of the neck which 
supply blood to the brain 

Recently, an instrument has 
been developed which utilizes 
ultrasonic energy to produce 
images of arterial channels. 

‘The availability of oxygen for 
the healing of tissues following 
a heart attack is of prime 
concern. 

Blood may contain enough 
oxygen, but it may or may not 
release enough to the tissues, 
since the oxygen-releasing 
property may be altered 
following a coronary attack. 

The project of Dr. Banerjee, 
a professor of physiology, is to 
investigate the oxygen affinity 
for blood in coronary attack 
from the onset to three days 
after the attack. 

A beam of sonar, or 
ultrasound, can now be aimed 
at the main pumping 
chamber of the heart from 
outside the chest to record the 
pumping of the heart. 

The purpose of research 
conducted by Dr. Troy, as 
associate professor of medicine 
and director of the Cardiac 
Catheter Laboratory, is to 
evaluate the ability of 
ultrasound to determine how 
well or poorly the heart pamps, 
in comparison to more 
elaborate and expensive x-ray 
dye studies. 

Tf the comparison is 
favorable, ultrasound is ex- 
pected to be useful in the 
@iagnosis and management of 
patients which heart disease.
